It was in early .May when, one calm 
morning, with the sky only hidilen by a 
light fog-cloud here and there, we steamed 
slowly through a pass iu the Aleutian 
islands to tho harbor of Uutiluska. 

On oithor hand, across tho Islands iu 
great cliffs are rocky precipices, with an 
occasional silvery Ihreati of water falling 
into tho sea down llieir rugged faces. The 
snow still lav iu great masses on 
the higher slopes - and about tin; 
summits of tho island mountains. 
On tlie lower slApes, Imrc rocks, idtcrimted 
with russet-colored slopes, Nhowcd where 
a mouth Inter would bknuii myi iiuls of 
liandsome llowers and a rnuk growth 
of grii.ss would spring tiji. Not 
a tree or bush sbov, cd itsc^lf, and 
the only relief to llie harsh, re- 
pelling eluiracter of the scene was in the 
gla.s.sy sea, on who e bii>oin lloatinl tluui- 
sands upon thousmids of water fowls. 
Scatlereil here and there, or gatln'ti'd in 
chattering ,i,ni)iil)s, Ihcy sphished and 
plumed themselves, enjoying to the full 
the rare and welcome Miiiliiibl. t'(i:islin.g 
along the clills in straggling lines Hew 
great northern gulls, and iil inti'rvals a tiny 
dove-colored petrel Hi tied bj- on airy wing 
like a graceful tiuttei tly. In a few hours 
we steamed .slow ly into the harbor ot L'na 
liisUa, in an ishuul of Ihc siunc numc. and, 
pa.ssiug a number of islanilei"S coJ-lishlng 
In the sealskin kyaks, we were soon on 
shore, t-ag[erly examining everything to he 
seen in this mid little town, which seems 
to a newcomer to belong to a new world. 

The Aluntian islands e.Meiid from the 
Alaska coast westward in a long line of 
1,(100 miles or more, and ilivitle tlie waters 
of Reliring sea from tlio>e of the north Pa- 
eitlc; at thi^ same time their ixiint of ilc 
parture from tin; coast nii.L;bl leadily be 
u.si'd as a division lim- lietwei-ii two widely 
difTcrenl climates and coiiscipicnt dilfer- 
enie in animul and plant lite of Ihc two 
regions even extending to the aboriginal 
occupants. 

Along the const of the tcrritoiy south of 
these islands are innunieiablc siniill isl 
uiids, which, with the rising shores of the 
niidnland, are covered with a dense growth 
of spruce, jiiues and cedars. 

The warm, damp air of the .Tapanese 
gnlf-slicam here mukes- itself Ilr."', felt on 
tlio American shore, and the uiagnitieenl 
forests so well known as found in Ore- 
gon and Washington territory arc rivided 
by their northern continuation .." ,ng the 
southern coast of Alaska. 

This part of the coast Is very mountain- 
ous, and the numerous deep fjords cut 
buck into the shore are fretpieutly crowned 
at tlieir upjier eiul by great glaciers, in 
compariHon with some of which the gla- 
ciers of the Alps are but pigmies. 'l"he 
scenery umoiiHl-tlie inlaty's there Is -of -tlio 
graiideal kind, uiu; at certain seasons, 
when line weather prevails, a voyage on 
the steamer through tlieiii alfurds 
a view of some of the most impressive 
seeucry of UKnintain. wooillund and wa- 
ter 10 be found in Aincricii — idl from the 
ste.mier's deck. The imlives along this 
coast are noted for their strange anil |iic- 
turesque eostunius, and aiiil greatly to llio 
pleasures of a voyage to this easlly- 
reftched yet almost unknown land. Nortli 
of the Aleutian islands lie the stormy wa- 
U;ra of Behring sea, givinj; access through 
the straits to that portion of the Arctic 
ocean wherein the Jcaunettc met her im 
fortunate fate. 

.V round the reefs and rocks islets form 
ing tho outwork of the CTcat ohuin of the 
Aleutian islands, on the southern side, 
congregate the sea otter, which latter 
yields one of the most costly furs known, 
and in consequence the animal is perso- 
voringly hunted by both the native and 
whit* hunters. 

Just north of the Islands, in the waters 
of Behring sea, are the small islands where 
the fur-seal gathers to breed each summer, 
and whence coincs the main supply of tlie 
scnl-skins so highly prized by the fair 
dames of more souiliern lauds. 

In earl^v June, when the writer jjassed 
these islands, a dense fog covi.'red the sea. 
and beyond a narrow circle about tlie 
vessel everything was hidden in a blank 
wall of vapor. Our pioxiinity to the 
Islimds was easily perceived, however, by 
tho number of guillemots and other si;a 
fowl which circled about us or swam in 
the water with the souls and sea lions 
wlilch constantly played about us, iio\v 
Hppeiiring and now disappeariuj^ about 
the foggy limit to our vision in 
Uie most uncanny way, like hob- 
goblins of the sea. For some tliree 
tnunt'.i3 each Huininfr thesis seal islimds are 
hidden in a dense fog, as if under the spell 
of some Prusi.ioro, aud it Is only at liilor- 
vals during lliis time that the curtain lises 
and allnwB the sun to pour its rays down 
upon the locUy shores for a few hours. 

During the time that the fog walls in 
these IslniidH the annual '.•ateli of fur seals 
Is made, and about 101), 000 of the animals 
are driven in bands back front the sin ire 
and knocked on the head with chilis, and 
their skin.'? removed and salted b}- tlii^ 
Ks(|uimau inhabitants of the islands, di 
reeled by Amoriciuis, the latter being 
treasury olliclols and otilcers of the Seal 
ing compiuiy, which has tho islands leased 
from the government.

A few daya ago wo had occasion to 
refer to the inactivity of tho police in tho 
Yutua atroot shooting ntJair, they having 
neitrly allowed a dispeusur of tho festive 
cooktailto oscapo after lie hud tirud at ii cit- 
izen and after he Imd once been in tho 
cluiiiheB dP.ithe ofHcera.

The police, who kiiuw of the affair, might 
havo caught liini if they had been dis- 
poaod.

Our evening contemporary, which reRoni- 
bles the London Timea ho clo.sely — in 
name — thinks that we havu miuified the 
importance of the eastern (that is, thu 
Chinese and .lapaneae trade). Tho opinions 
aud ligures are not ours, allhouyh wo feel 
confident they are entirely correct. The 
8tatistics given by tho London Times and 
tho San I'raneisco liulletiii are irresistible. 
They coustitnto tho most forcible argument 
against the idea wliich Mr. Van Home pro- 
mulgated while here, niid v.hich ouroveuiug 
contemporary re-eohoos, that could bo pro- 
duced. As tho imports of the Wiiueai' 
empire in 1882 amounted to only £'21,000,- 
OOU, and its exports to only .£19,000,000, 
the inBiguificauoe of a trade (due allowance 
being made for the shipment of goods bj- 
routes other than the Canadian Pacific 
■which is oxpoctod to make Coal Harbor the 
" second city on the Pacific, " will be un- 
derstood by any one who is not too obtuse 
to recoguizo a patent fact, or who has not 
a porsonal end to servo in shutting his eyes 
and stopping his ears. That a considerable 
cannot bo doubted, but the idea that it 
will wax fat on oriental traffic is an al)- 
surdity that cannot be too speedily refuted. 
The insinuation of our contemporary that 
The Colonist fears a rivol of Victoria 
may spring up at Coal Harbor ia prepoa- 
toroua. Victoria is peerlea.s. No rival ia 
poasiblo. Her natural advantages of ait - 
nation, climate and sconery, combined 
with the start alio has got, render her un- 
approachablu. Wo are not at all dia~ 
turbed on the score of a rival wlioro none 
ia possible; but when we hear peojilo who 
should know bettor talking of the ni.igni- 
tudo of the Chinese and .lajianeao trathe, 
and tho important part it will play in 
tho future of tlie Uaiiadian Pacific and 
the city that ia to l)c built on lUirrard 
Inlet, wo cannot refrain from producing 
facts and figures to prove the utter ab- 
surdity of tlieir argument, even if in do- 
ing BO their hopes 8ht)uld bo dashed to 
the ground. 

KliLUNd. 

Eoonomiflto Fraiicaia givea the following 
description of tho port of Kelnng, which 
may be read with interest juat now: -It 
ia situated rather to the soiiiheaat of ihe 
point of Siao-Ki, the northern e\treniity 
of tho ialanrl of Fornio.sa, almo.sl at the 
foot of the last spurs r)f tho high moun- 
tain chain which divides tliis island (ot 
90,000,000 acres) into two regions, b(jtli 
aa distinct from each other in regard to 
their population as to their topographical 
character. Ono ia the region of the plains, 
colonized and cultivated l)y nearly three 
million persons of Chinese origin; tho 
other ia the mountain region, thinly in- 
habited by warlike tribes and by aborig- 
ines whohavo a mortal hatred for all now 
comers. Tho climate of this part of For- 
mosa is very rainy, tho mean annual rain- 
fall it Kelung heini; about 10 feet. 'J'he 
island of Formosa belongs, from an ad 
ininistrativo point of view, to tho Uhineae 

firovince of Fu-Kiou. Tho pwrt of Ko 
ung.;iB very, large, but ditlicult of access, 
being protected, three miles to seaward, 
by the island of the same name, which is 
very steep, and riaes to a height of OHO 
feet above the level of ihoaoa, and nearer 
tho coast by another island of similar con- 
formation. Thuro aro several reefs at the 
bar of the harbor, and tho town itself can 
only be ro,^ched at high tide, and then in 
em all boats. 'I'ho town consifts ot a fow 
hundred very poor houaea, or rather, 
wooden huts, so constructed that thu 
upper part of tho facmU' projects far 
enough forward into the street to form a 
sort of open arcado, which protects tho 
pavement and ground floor from the aun. 
There aro about i5,000 inhabitanta, nearly 
all of Chinese origin. In the neiglibor- 
hood of the town there are several coal 
mines, which tho Chincao worlc in very 
primitive fashion, labor in them boing 
generally suspended during the rainy sea- 
son. According to an English ongiiioer, 
tlie Kelung mines are capable of a daily 
output of 300 tons a day for a ceiitui-y. 
Tho trado of Koluiig is of some import- 
ance, especially aa regards coal, rice, oil 
and camphor, the imports consisting al- 
most entirely cf cotton atuH'a and opium.

San Fbancihoo, Sept. 14.— The steamer 
San Pablo arrived this evening with 

Hong Kong dates of Aug. 14, and Yoko- 
hama of the iiOth. Advices state that in- 
telliLjenco has reiichtd Canton of fearful 
inundations in Khisng Sai province. The 
nowa is dated from King Jak, chief 
center of tho pottery manufauluire, and 
ono of the four great markets of the om- 
piro. Tho floods lasted four days, and 
submerged an inimenso aoction of coun- 
try to the depth of si.xty feet. Wliolu 
towns were swept away, and from 70,000 
to 80,000 people perished. From the 
great number of dead bodies o.xposod to 
the heat after the waters receded it was 
feared a pestilence would break out. 

It was announced that cholera had 
broken out at Amoy. The number of 
deaths was not given. It has been de- 
clared an infected port.

The woman was 
slill alive, but was iu a must pitiable con- 
dition. .She had subsisted entirely by 
sucking dew from Ihe leaves and by eat- 
in i; gr.ass. When found she was surround- 
ed by 11 niimbor of half famished foxes, 
evidently nw.iitiug the death uf their ux-- 
pected prey. 

LoNtxi.s, Sept. 7.— Lord Speiicor'a 
rocent vioit tu the suiitli of Ireland uUuwb 
that thu foeliugs of a portion uf the people 
towards tho English government is not 
nearly aa roseate as tho admirers of Mr. 
(Iladstoiie would wish people to believe. 
The Lord- Lieutenant wherever he went 
WHS uccoiiipanled by a small army of 
pulicu and delectivtis, by whom all per- 
sons of II suspicious appearance are care- 
fully watched. Mis appnarancu on the 
streets is greeted by largo crowds, but 
they stand in glnoniy silence witlnuit giv- 
ih^ iiiiV sign. Lord Spencer la himself 
nuicli dopiessed at these repeated exhlbi- 
lions of distrust. At Killarnoy the 
coiiatablos cumiiusing bis escort were em- 
ployed fur srmio hours in scraping from 
the walls, with long poles and brushes, 
olTcnsive placards that had been posted 
just before the earl's arrival. During this 
operation tho cunstables were ohali'ed and 
guyed inimercifiilly by tho populace, who 
sdcmoil to derive much amusomoiit from 
the proceedings. 

LoNiioM, Sept. 5. — Another illustration 
uf the previUeiit dynamite scare among 
Kiiriipean royalties is funiislied from 
.•\iist ria." Two men supposed to bo an- 
arcli'sts, were arressted al Pesth just as 
tliey were leaving a tram which had come 
from Vienna. Thoy had in their posos- 
sion a niyslerioiis piece of mochaniani, 
which tliey guarded with great care ami 
which was assumed to be some new style 
of infernal machine. The two auapccta 
and tlioir baggage were put ii|iuii another 
tr.iiii and taken back under a heavy 
guard to ^'iellna, Tluu'e thoy were ex- 
uiuiued before a magistrate, and it turned 
out that their infernal machine was only 
n now style of cooking apparatus. It is a 
new f.iiigied atove of their own invention 
f.ir burning mineral oil, and while it ".niy 
destroy many a kitchen maid, it cannot be 
culled ill tho strict sense of the term an 
infernal machine.

Scarc«l Scientists— Depai-ture of 
the Caiiiidiaii Coiitiii^cut. 
— Rbil—IIard Times 
in Canada. 



Ottawa, Sept 15. — Several membora 
of a party i/f British scientists in tho 
Rocky Mountains had a narrow oacapo 
from a fearful death on Friday while ex- 
ploring the railway tunnel below Kicking 
Horse Lake. When four milea in the 
tunnel there was a atidden collapse, preci- 
pitating an iinniunae mass of rock in the 
midst of the party, two of whom wore 
slightly injured. The geologists have ob- 
tained data by which they expect to bo 
able to finally establish thu exact ago of 
thu mountain. 

Quiniiiu, Sept. 15. — Tho steamship 
Ocean King, with thu Canadian voyageu i 
fur the Nile on board, arrived here last 
night and was visited this morning by tho 
Governor (Jeiieral and Lady Lansdowiio 
and Hon, A, P. Caroii, minister of militia. 
His excellency addressed tho ollicers and 
men of the contingent. Heapuke of the 
dangers of tho Nile, but did nut think the 
rapids were any more dangerous than our 
Canadian rapids, 

A Montreal siiecial says- — There is a re- 
markable ca,so belcue the siiproino court 
here.

She 
was kept aiiiung the iiaiiper inmates, and 
was never uiice visiied by her hiisbiuid. 

A special fruiii Ottawa says: The ap- 
pui.raiicu uf Riel, the Red rivur insurrec- 
tionist of 1S70, in Northwest territory, is 
causing coiisiderablo uneiisiiioss among the 
.settlers, who legaril his presence there as 
a rune\val uf the idd reuliii^,'a uf hostility 
among the Indiana and lialfbrceds to- 
wards the white people. In addressing a 
number of Ilia fuUowors hu said thu time 
had come when the Indian ipiestiiui niust 
bo settled, and justice done. He is a per- 
fect got! among the Indians, and his iullu- 
enci\ it is feared, may bo e.xercisod in in- 
citing them to rebellion. 

Ottawa, Sept. 13 — Reports from all 
parts of tho Dominion state that con- 
tinued stauiiatiun in the lumber business 
is having a depressing efloct in other in- 
dustries,

Caiiathi Has llie Oldest Ciiiirch 
ill Aiiiei'iva. 

At thu little village of Tadousac, where 

the .Saguemiy einptios into the St. Lnw- 
leiice, there is to day the oldest church on 
this continent, older oven than tho old 
Spauiah cliurcli at St. Augustine, Fhi. 
Tlii.i church was built liy tlic Krciiidi di.s- 
coverer .1 ai'ipicH (,'arlier fur tiie l''i-ench 
colony ho had founded It is only a small 
building, being only about 120 feet square, 
with a very low ceiling, and was erected 
in li~)l7, 25 years after tlio discovery of 
llio coiit iiieiil. It contains a very remark- 
able picture of the Virgin Mary, imintod 
moro than 300 years ago by one of thu 
Jesuit Fathers at the mission, to which 
certain miraculous properties are ascribed 
by thu babitans of Quebec, and a goud 
many piious dames of tho province make 
pilgrimages there. The idijects of inter- 
est in iho church — fur, besides this pic- 
ture, there are some ancient vestments 
and a very curiously embroidered altar- 
cloth — are freely exhibited to strangers by 
tho handsomu and intelligent young 
Jesuit priest. Father Pecon, who has 
them in charge.

Sau-ah-brah said that the Burmese In 
tlieir conversation used alli'gorical sen- 
tences almost exclusively, and niunili'd an 
argument with conii)arlsons and parables.

. conveyance for humor weic anecdoles, and 
" these were often diy and iminterestiii|r. 
"In fact," he .«aiil, ''the lu-oplr in India 
rigorously observe tlie adage. ' .Never spi'ak 
unless spoken to,' and this pivehnles gos- 

■ sip and nurthfnl uunls. If a unin were to 

C' erpetnite a willful joke tlua-e he would 
e lucky to esi-ipe unlianged. (.)ur favorite 
diversions arc; eock-ligliting. l)ull-rar(-s and 
prize-fighting. 1 saw .Sullivan last winter 
and, lis big and ugly as he Is, I lialf wislud 
that the champion p\igilist of India would 
come to America and lay the liostonian 
' out. I believe that any Burmese pri/.e- 
flghter can do tlii.s. Going to a theatre in 
India and ultcuding one in Auierica is 
very different. In India the shows are all 
free. The curtain rolls up at II o'clnek at 
night and never comes down until tlu^ 
next morning. It usually requiri.'s sev(jn 
nights to present a drama. People gener- 
ally take their beds with tlicin and go to 
sleep between the aels. The favorite play 
In India is the presentation of the exi)loits 
of .some god. " 

Suu-uh-brah cougiatulated the American 
bartender ou bis success in mixing ilrlnks. 
"The nutioual beverage in our ciunilry, " 
he said, "is piilin milk. A few 
people drink distilled rice water, but 
.a very few. I never saw an 
- intoxicated man in India, and the ' 
, -iwomen there never think of tickliiig their 
dainty palates with anything but jnire 
water and the simplest of food. Burnu se 
women, as a rule, are very religious mul 
know nothing about flirting. Thev would 
scorn to make a 'mash,' and feel insulted 
If a stranger.looks lit iheiii. 

If America was proiierly named, ''con- 
tinued the Burmese luuuorist, "it would 
be called the country of .shams. It has 
often been insisted bv people who jire- 
tended to be iny friends that I should re- 
main longer at their house, aiul the fact 
was that thej- were an.xious to see ine go, 
and would have called a patrol wagon had 
I dared to linger. The funiuest experienec 
I ever had was while on shiplioard com- 
ing to America. (Jne of tlut jiassengers 
became seasick. The next day I saw him 
and in broken English intpilred how he 
felt. He replied, 'Ilnnkidori.' I under- 
stood a Ifttle Engli.sh, and concluded that 
'Hunkidori' was some fearful disease. I 
went about the steamer telling the pus.sen- 
gers that thesick miui had the 'Hunkidori' 
and was about to die. "

This is 
found to uo the case to a remarkable 
extent iu Bueh vessels when navigating 
tho rivers draininjj from the interior of 
the African continent, the waters of 
whioli possess tho power of corroding 
and eating through steel plates very 
rapidly. In view of this, it has oc- 
currett to Mr. A. Dick, of London, the 
inventor of tho now alloy known as 
"delta metal," to apply it to .sliip- 
buildiug purposes, as it .successfully re- 
sists cori'osivo action. A steaiu-launeh 
called the Delta has, therefore, bi!en 
built entirely of this metal and is for 
the pi'cficut at tho Crystal ijalaee inter- 
national exhibition. [5clta metal (wliieh 
is an alloy of copper, zinc and iron) 
having lieeu proVCil by repealed exper- 
imeuts to ho ecpial in .strength, due- 
tity and toughness to mild .steel, the 
plates nud aiigle-picees are of the same 
thickness as they would be if steel 
were used.
